New Mexican Congress Will Ask Dice 
tator to Continue In Office Until New 
Election Can Be Held, Which Will 
Be When Provisional President Sees 
Fit to Call It 


Returns from the Mexican election 
show that less than 5000 votes were 
cast in the federal district, including 
Mexico City,. where there are 80,000 
voters. ee 

In spite of the meagre vote, it was 
expected the congressional candidates, 
with the approval of General Huerta, 
would declare themselves elected and 
organize. Their first act, it is said, 
will be to’ declare the presidential 
election null and void because the to- 
tal vote vast was not sufficient to make 
a constitutional majority for one can- 
didate. 

Then they are expected to “request” 
Huerta to remain president ad interim 
until another election can be held, 
which will be whenever Huerta sees 
tit to call it. : 

The stumbling block im this p 
gram is the difficulty of calling the 
congressional election legal and satis- 
factory while declaring the presidential 
election void, when the same ballots 
were used in both, Those opposed to 
Huerta, though, say that a little thing 
like that will not bother him. 

The Mexican constitution sets forth 
‘that there are approximately 3,000,- 
00 voters in the republic, and that 
one-third of them must vote in order 
to make a presidential election bind- 


ing. 

The Diaz leaders and the Catholic 
party, of which Frederico Gamboa was 
the candidate, requested their parti- 
sans not to vote. Few of them did. 
Karly returns showed that very few 
yotes in the. federal district were cast 
for Huerta and Blanquet. 

Whether from apathy or fear, Mexi- 
co City wae quieter than on the aver- 
age Sunday. The mounted patrols 
who guarded the streets and the troops 
‘on guard at the national palace and 
the home of Huerta had little to do, 
The few street gatherings that were 
seen were quickly dispersed. w 
votes were cast all day, and it was 
reported that at several voting tables 
even the election officials failed to 
show up. “- 

Returns showed that voting in 
the outlying districts was even light- 
er than in Mexico City. A long the 
northern border it was said that only 

soldiers voted, the officers casting 

ballots for the privates. f 
the states where the rebels held 
orth, very few votes were polled. 


The  constitutionalists refused to 
recognize the election and took no 
part in it. 


Huerta has issued a decree raising 
the federal army from 80,000 to 150,- 
000. It is said conscription will be 
necessary to carry out this order.

In the last issue of the Townsman 
was contained an article copied fro 
a press dispatch and stating that I 
was censured by the Secretary of the 
Interior. :As this has caused some 


comment in Andover, I desire to in- 


form.the public that 1 was not cen- 
sured by the Secretary of the Inter- 
ior, and that no telegram from him 
was received by me. 

The story is entirely too long to 
be narrated in your columns. Suf- 
fice it to say that the fight for pub- 
licity in Indian affairs was won in- 
dependently of the action of -the 
Secretary of the Interior in not pub- 
lishing an official report. The Lake 
Mohonk Conference, where the facts 
were made. public, voted unanimously 
te establish a certain platform, and 
in this platform a National Commis- 
sion to take over Indian Affairs was 
recommended. My paper .at the re- 
cent Conference was prepared solely 
with this ‘end in view. The refusal 
of the Secretary of the Jnterior to 
print my report resulted in its ob- 
taining. ten times the publicity # 
would have received had he published 
it. At this writing I am in receipt 
of press clippings and letters from 
ali over the country concerning the 
affair, and requesting copies of the 
pamphlet exposing the dreadful situ- 
ation in Oklahoma. ; 
This pamphlet had been printed 
here in Andover last May in antici- 
pation of adverse action as to publi- 
cation in Washington. 

What the Secretary of the Interior 
objected to was not.-my individual 
work, but he did not wish to be 
drawn into a controversy with Con- 
gress and he acted within his rights 
in declining to print a reflection on 
Congress, for the reason that, he is 
dependent. on that body for his. ap- 
propriations. Neither the Secretary, 
nor Congress, nor any of the Okla- 
homa grafters denied the statements 
made, and all of them have access to 
copies of my report, in the Secre- 
tary’s office, the Indian Office, and 
library of Congress, ; 

As the present fight in Oklahoma 
centers about property of enormous 
value (rising $500,000,000) the Secre- 
tary must be very circumspect with 
reference to his official action. His 
personal letter to me indicates that 
he is entirely in sympathy with me. 
It is most. unfortunate that the Press, 
in its otherwise correct statement, 
implied that’ I. was censured. If 
there. is any censure at all to be 
found in the fight for justice for the 
Indian, it is‘ on Washington rather 
than on me.

The Questions on ‘Tuesday's Ballot | 


When the voter goes to.the polls 
next Tuesday he will not only vote 
for his choice among ie ious } 
candidates for the state, An Sitrice 
offices, but the ballot will also con- 
tain three questions for his consider- 
ation. 


The’ first of these relates to an 
Amendment of the constitution mak- 
ing women eligible to appointment 
as notaries public, and is submitted 
to the voters for their ratification 
and adoption according to Chap. 28 
of the Resolves of 1013. 


The second ‘question also concerns 
an amendment, as shown in Chap. 
116 of the Resolves of 1913, which 
authorizes ‘the Referendum. Th 
article of amendment reads as fol 
lows: } 

“Full power and authority are here- 
by given and granted to the general 
court to refer to the people for their 
rejection or approval at the polls any 
act or resolve of the general court 
or any part or parts thereof. Such 
reference shall be by.a majority yea 
and nay vote of all members of ‘each. 
house present and voting. i | ‘act, 
resolye, or paft theteof so referred 
shall be voted on at the regular state 
election next ensuing after such re- | 
ference, shall hecome law: if approved 
by a majority of the voters voting 
thereon, and shall take effect at the 
expiration of thirty days after the 
election at which it was approved or 
a: such time after the expiration of | 
the said thirty days as may be fixed 
in such act, resolve or part thereof.” 

The thind question relates to the 
acceptance of Chapter 807 of the Acts 
of 1913, entitled, “An. Act to provide 
for compensating certain public off- 
cials for injuries sustained in the 
course of their employment. 

The act, summarized in a few 
words, contains provision “for the 
compensation . for injuries of em- 
ployees of the city of town by the 
city or town, in a manner similar to 
that in which other, employees are 
comnensated by their employers ac- 
cording to the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act now in force,
